There is more foundation for the rumor than 
appears on the surface. The divergence of 
opinion between the young Emperor and his 
Chancellor has gradually widened into an 
abyss, similar to the one which divided Em- 
peror Frederick and Prince Bismarck. In 
both cases tne difference began with the 
army reforms, a step toward liberalism and 
culminated in a projected marriage, the 
later bringing forth a threat of resignation 
exsé the betrothal of tiie sus Sdptile 
of Germany to the Duke of Sparta,is the straw 
which bas broken the camel’s back. The con- 
templated union has considerable political 
significance; more than the one between 
Prince Alexander and the Princess Victoria, 
which the German Chancellor was able to 
frustrate by threats to resign. - 
GREECE AND BULGARIA HOSTILE. 

It is believed that aconflict between Greece 
and Bulgaria for Macedonia is inevitable and 
that Buigaria is destined to be successful. 
This forecast Prince Bismarck also holds and 
he hasa decided objection to an alliance of 
the Imperial family with the monarchy 
that is to be defeated, especial- 
ly since he prevented a connection 
with a possible pretender to the throne of the 
principality destined 
to victory. The King- 
dom of Greece is by 
far the most pros- 
perous and the most 


progressive of the 
States that have 
grown upon the 


ground formerly o- 
cupied by the Turks. 
The future of Mace- 
donta, if the Balkan 
powers are wise, will 
be settled by com- 
promise not by fighting. It would de as in- 
equitous to refuse to Servia the northern, and 
to Bulgaria the eastern districts of Macedonia, 
as to withbold, from Greece, Thessaionaca 
and the Greek districts on the Adriatic shore. 
But this way of disposing of Turkey in ad- 
vance is not practical politics. Alexander of 
Battenburg, at the time of the much-talked-of 
marriage question, was not Prince of Bul- 
garia. 
TROUBLESOME IMPERIAL BETHROTHALS. 

In these circumstances there was reason 
enough for Prince Biemarck to object to the 
bethrothal, especially as such a marriage 
would offend Russia, with which power he. 
wished to pave the way to a good un tand- 
ing. But an alliance with the legitimate suc- 
cessor to a settled throne is a different thing 
and will invite a quarrel with Russia, for, if 
the report be true, the next royal betrothal 
will be that of the Czar’s youngest brother,

It Russia ever attempts to invade, it is far 
better for England that she should traverse 
the ‘long lane’ from Herat to Candahar, than 
that the British forces should deliver their as- 
sault on the western frontier ot 
Afghanistan. British soldiers have had 
4 painful experience of the dim 
culties of marching through Afghanistan 
in whatsoever capacity they went. If Russia 
attempted the subjugation of Afghanistan as a 
preliminary step to the invasion of India, she 
would fritter away her forces before she ever 
reached the threshold of the Empire. Thé 
policy, therefore, of the Indian Government 
should be one of watchfulness and waiting. 
The railways to the frontiers are at present in 
sufficient working order to make the scientific 
frontier a fait accompli. We can, therefore, 
well afford to act entirely upon the de- 
fensive.’’ 

AUTUMNAL PARTY STRUGGLES. 

The Conservative whips are likely to have 
an extremely anxious time this autumn. The 
Government is conscious of the necessity of 
having a substantial majority at its command 
for the purpose of especialy enforcing the 
closure. The original idea that the proceed - 
ings of the autumn se*sion would be of 4 
routine and comparatively non-contentious 
character has been abandoned. It is now 
anticipated that there will be a series of party 
struggles of a somewhat critical kind. 
The Government is looking forward with no 
little anxiety to the debate on the navy es- 
timates, especially in view of the result of the 
recent maneuvres. The ‘‘Service’’ members

The 
Economist to-day says that ‘‘hithertoe 
the British shareholders have known litti¢ 
about the real position of their property, and 
their want of knowledge has been equalled by 
their want of power. The American share- 
holders in fact, or rather, say a few wealthy 
men amongst their number, headed by 
Philip Armour, have held the reins entirely in 
their own hands, and, unless the com 
mon report is altogether wrong, 
not without reaping very considerable bene- 
fit. Nowitis to be hoped that British pro- 
prietors will exert themselves and secure con- 
trol of their own property. Even if they are 
successful they may find that their troubles 
are only commencing, for not improbably the 
condition of the Chicaco, Milwaukee 
& st. Faul may not come out 
well under the searching investigation to 
which it will be subjected. Still, such an in- 
vestigation is absolutely necessary. When 
the facts are known the policy can be framed 
and carried out by the shareholders them- 
selves.’’

At ‘first it was squarely denounced 
as an American swindle, but for the lass 
few days the leading newspapers have 
changed their tone. The scheme of the pro- 
jectors to get Britishers interested in the 
property is interesting. They have hired a4 
‘shop near the Stoek Exchange for $500 « 
month and filled it with several tons of 

rock, which cost them $10,000 
to bring here. One of the chunks weighs 
nearly six thousand pounds. For five days. 
British experts have attacked this rock with 
bammers, magnifying glasses and analytical 
instruments. Some assayers from the Bank 
of England have been called on to give pro- 
fessional opinions. Their examination ot the 
samples demonstrates that the tin is there 
and a good deal of it. The experts say to-day 
that the rock was blasted out of the mines by 
a special commission of experts sent from En- 
gland. The Post-DisPaTcH correspondent 
went down to look atthe mass of stone and 
found it in charge of Samuel Untermeyer 
of New York, who successfully floated the New 
York Breweries Co. here. He said thas 
the reason for bringing investments to Lon- 
don, instead of New York, was the same in 
both cases, that there is more money here. 
A prospectus of the Harney Peak Tin Co. will 
be published here this week. It is capitalized at 
$15,000,000, and one million and a halt is 
wanted immediately to carry on the works.

Judge Waiter W. Epwakrps, who 1s the 
present incumbent on the bench of the 
Nineteenth Judicial Circuit, in his letter 


accepting the Republican nomination for 
Congress in the Seventh District states

Assuming that the convention was om 
pletely informed as to the conditions of my 
candidacy, it is proper to say that this accept - 
ance does not involve a resignation of the 
office now held by me nor require the ordinary 
campaign canvass.

of judicial propriety to engage in the wrangles 
and discussions of a political campaign, and I 
will not resign my position for that purpose. 


While there isno law to compel Judge 
Epwakps to resign bis judicial position in 
order to accept a nomination for Congress 
or any other political office, yet his atti- 
tude, in view of the usual practice of 
Judges and the general opinion of all right- 
thinking men, is peculiar. Whether the 
convention knew the conditions on which 
he would accept the nomination or 
not isa question between the candidate 
and the convention. We believe it to be 
the duty, however, of every candidate for 
Congress to go among the people and 
clearly state the reasons for which he asks 
their suffrages. He owes it to the people 
and to his party. 

But this is not the point of greatest im- 
portance. Thatinvolves the good of the 
people and the unblemished dignity and 
purity of the bench. In declaring It 
“would violate my views of judicial propri- 
“ety to engage in the wrangles and discus- 
“sions of a political campaign’’ Judge Ep- 
Wanbs condemns his own attitude. To 
assert that he will not make an ordinary 
campaign canvass is merely begging the 
question. In accepting the nomination 
he puts himself forward as the champion 
of a party and a portion of the people,and 
he cannot disconnect himself from the 
political wrangles and discussions which 
must follow.

ber and put it to such a rate as would greatly 
retard the building and improving of our 
cities, towns and villages, and weigh heavily 
on our farming interests. The prediction of 
the Detroit Board of Trade has been borne out 
by the event. The absorption of the Western 
>pineries has steadily goneon, and the great 
timber barons have become plethorie million- 
aires. They sit atthe receipt of customs, for 
it is into their poekets, not inte the National 
Treasury, that the duty goes.

How Carnegie Made Sis Fortune,

weneed soap and friction. The soap to be 
used should be a hard, neutral soap, that is, 
one which contains no free alkalies. A com- 
mon and most excellent soap of this kind is 
Castile soap. Try to get the genuine 
article; i is not as cheap as others, but 
is the best. Friction ia most easily 
obtained by a bristie brush and rough cloths. 
The bristle of the brush must not be so stiff 
as to give pain. Accustom yourself to the use 
of a brush for the entire body except the face. 
Tne skin of the latter is more delicate than 
that covering other parts, and requires only a 
_ rough cloth. A splendid substitute for a brush 
isto be had in the hairs used to stuff a mat- 
tress. These can be made into a sort of mit- 
ten, into which the hand is placed. By means 
of such a mitten friction can be applied 
very conveniently and rapidly to the whole 
surface of the skin.
